The title of the invention has been changed to: -Miniature electro-optic device 
having a conductive element for modifying the state of passage of light between 
inlet/outlet points and corresponding uses thereof--. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach a miniaturized electro-optical device, among other features, 
comprising: a first condenser plate arranged in a first zone; a second condenser plate, 
smaller than or equal to the first condenser plate, arranged in a second zone facing the 
first condenser plate; a conductive element, arranged in an intermediate space between 
the first and second zones, being suitable for effecting a movement across the 
intermediate space from the first zone to the second zone and vice versa depending on 
voltages present in the condenser plates; a first inlet/outlet point of light from an optical 
circuit and a second inlet/outlet point of the optical circuit arranged in a way to allow the 
passage of light therebetween; and at least one first stop in which the conductive 
element is suitable for establishing contact with the first stop and modifies the state of 
passage of light between the first inlet/outlet point and the second inlet/outlet point when 
the contact is established.
